Draft of Bill Bxplained. 

The draft of the bill which President Tan 
has approved contains the following refer- 
ences to the proposed court: 

First—That a special United States court be 
created, to be Known as the United States 
Court of Commerce, having jurisdiction over 
all cases of the folléwing nature: 

1. All cases for enforcement (other than 
by adjudication and collection of a for- 
felture of a penalty or by infliction of 
ériminal punishment), of any order of the 
interstate commerce commission other 
than for the payment of money. 

2. Cases br@ught to enjoin, set aside, an- 

nul, or suspend any order or requirement 
of the commission. 

8. Such cases ag now are authorized 
under section 8 of the interstate com- 
merce act, to be maintained in a Circuit 
court. 

4 All such mandamus proceedings aa, 
under section. 23, are authorized to be 
maintained in a € court. 
Second—That there shall be no appeal from 

any order, judgment, or @ecree of the court 
of commerce, except that a final judgment 
may be reviewed by the Supreme court so 
far as ita correctness may depend upon the 
construction or application of the constitu- 
tion. Appeal te the Supreme court, however, 
in no case shall supersede or stay judgment, 
and the appellant must furnish bond.

The board of administration is to be aided 
and advised by the charities comission, 
which was appointed Friday night by the 
governor, and which is composed of the 
game persons who formerly constituted the 
board of charities. 


Duties of New Commission. 

This commission succeeds to the visitorial, 
inquisitorial, critical, and recommendatory 
powers and duties of the Illinois state board 
of charities. The new law requires the com- 
mission to investigate the whole system of 
charitable institutions of fhe state, and when 
directed by the governor it must investigate 
all phases of the equipment, management, 
and policy of the state institutions. The gen- 
eral supervision of the Illinois state confer- 
ence of charities and correction is vested 
in the charities commission. 

The members of the commission are Dr. 
Frank Billings, Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, Chi- 
cago, and Dr. John T. McAnpnaly, Carbon- 
dale, Republicans; John M. Rapp, Fairfield, 
and John D. Harris, Champaign, Democrats. 
William C. Graves was the only ore of twen- 
ty-eight candidates who passed the civil 
service examination for. general secretary 
of the commission. 

Under the new law fifty positions . are 
placed under civil service. Besides the sec- 
retary there are seventeen chief clerks, six- 
teen stenographers, and the entire office staff 
of the board of administration and the char- 

ity commission, and the department for the 
visitation of children. Practically. all the 
institution heads will be reappointed by the 
board of administration.

r New York are to meet at Cooper Union 
Jan. 9 to see if ft isn’t possible to get less 
talk and more action from their party in this 
city. Many of the delegates will be union 
labor men, who lament the prominence 
achieved by the “ parlor Socialists.”’ 

They say the parlor Socialists are all right 
in their way, especially when it comes to 
drawing checks for the ,good of the cause, 
but the parlor wing of the party hasn't taken 
enough interest in the real live issues, such 
as getting more pay for its labor union allies. 
Also, it appears, the labor union delegates 
believe the wealthy and the literati in the 
organization have been getting more press 
notices than they have been entitled to, rel- 
atively. 

That point has come up in a good many 
meetings of the Socialists in the last year. 
The labor union radicals have asked why 
James Graham Phelps Stokes Jr. and Rob- 
ert Hunter, and Charles Edward Russell, and 
other well known uplifters are entitled to 
columns and coiumhs of press stuff, when 
the labor union men are lucky to get a stick- 
ful in the Call? 


Face Cards Played Too Often. 
They say they have no feeling against the 
millionaires or the muckrakers—tt, isn’t a 
personal matter at all—but it does seem as if 
the tendency of the Socialist party in New 
York City has been to play the face cards 
too strongly. 

A. M. Simons, editor of a Soctalist news- 
paper out in Chicago, has supplied the mal- 
contents in this city with a number of argu- 
ments along that line. Mr. Simons may at- 
tend the Cooper Union conference. 

Another topic that may be thrashed out in 
the conference is woman suffrage and how 
far the Socialist party shall go toward 
boosting it. Many active Socialists here have 
lined up with the suffragettes, but there are 
a good many of the party workers who aren’t 
satisfied with that policy. It may be a fine 
thing for the suffragettes, they say, but it. 
isn’t so easy to see where socialism is ad- 
vanced materially by it. 

Morris Hillquit, one of the most active 
Socialist leaders here. said today that he 
didn't know how far the discussion on the 
parlor brand of socialism would be car- 
ried in the conference. He thought the real 
control of -the party did not lie in the hands 
of the parlor thinkers ayd he hinted quite 
strongly that it would not be put in their 
hands. ‘Both James Graham Phelps Stokes 
Jr. and Robert Hunter, who married a stster 
of Mr. Stokes, have removed to Stamford, 
Conn. and have transferred their member- 
ship cards to the Stamford organization. 


«# Will Enter Labor Fights. 


“ The principal business of the conference,”’ 
said Hiliquit, *“ will be to devise a program 
by which the Socialist party in New York 
City shall take a, more active part in labor 
struggles. Many of the delegates feel the 
party has not done enough for the cause of 
labor. There have been interesting academic 
discussions in this salon (one “‘O'") and that 
club and tee parties have been given for 
the discussion of the subject, but not enough 
has been done. The labor union members of 
the party, who are strong numerically, are 
insisting on a more direct recognition.

Justice Mills Says This Is Reason 
Astor Case Was Secret. 


RICHES HAD NO INFLUENCE. 


Public Suffers When Marital Indecen- | 
cies Are Detailed,’ 


New York. Jan. 1.—[Spectal.)}—Justice 
Isaac N. Mills, who signed the interlocu- 
tory decree granting a divorce to Mrs. Alva 
Willing Astor from Col. John Jacob Astor, 
told today in an interview the reasons that 
imp@ieed him to order all the papers in this 
famous matrimonial! action, tncluding the de- 
oree itself, sealed up so that only the par- 
ties themselves or their attorneys could ob- 
tain access to them. 

Justice Mills said: 

**I would like you to understand that there 
was nothing extraordinary in the court’s 
dealing with the Astor cases The course 
taken was not at all dependent upon the 
wealth, social position, or prominence of the 
parties involved. 

“It might be better to explain for the 
public benefit just what the rules and provi- 
sions of the laws are-and how they affected 
the Astor papers. 

‘“I can do so best by giving my reasons 
for holding that there was ample authority 
for sealing the judgment roll in the Astor 
and in other divorce sults. 


Practice of Secrecy Old One. * 

“From time fhnmemeial, before and inde- 
pendently of the general rules of practice, the 
power of the court to teke appropriate meas- 
ures to make and keep secret fudicia} pro- 
ceedings involving indecent or immoral de- 
tails has existed and generally has been 
recognized. Such power would still exist ir 
rules 72 and 76 of those rules and section 4 of 
the present judictary law were repealed or 
never had been enacted. 

* Former eection 5 of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure, now section 4 of the judiciary jaw, 
purports to enumerate the cases in which a 
court may conduct a trial secretly—that is, by 
excluding: strangers to the action.”’ 

Judge Mills told of the. procedure.in the 
Astor case and showed how.the law had been 
complied with in every way. He then dis- 
cussed the question of publicity inauch cases 
.from the, standpoint of general weifare; ’ He 
gave the reasons for publicity frequently ad- 
vanced and then outlined the wisdom of 
secrecy as foblows: 

“ With my opinion strongly reinforcea by 
recent personal experience, I may say'that 
doubtless a judge for hie own sake much 
would prefer to pave all such’ proceedings 
entirely public. 


Personality Played No Part. 

“ Had this been so in this case I am confi- 
dent no fair minded person would question 
at all that the decree made was fully war- 
ranted by.the evidence and necessarily would 
have been granted, whoever the parties to the 
action. might have been. This, after -all, 
would séem to be the main matter—atlekat it 
sO appears to me. 

** Upon the other hand, in favor of secrecy, 
the main argument doubtless is that public- 
ity given indecent or suggestively immoral 
details of such actions tends to promote gen- 
eral immoralify. No doubt this has been

By one means and another Chief Steward 
is getting a “line” On. every policeman on 
the force, He is gathering his data from va- 
rious sources, and no one person ws just 
how the data and reports he furnishes fit 
into the genera] scheme of the whole... But 
at the end of the month there is a fairly com- 
prehensive history of each man on the force 
for the preceding thirty days, his habits, his 
friends, his close associates, what he has dose 
for, Chicago, and what he has done for him- 
self, and with this data at hand, all carefully 

tabulated, it ig comparatively easy for the 
chief to shift his men to break up certain, 
alliances, to point out to others that prompt 
reformation is their only salvation if they 
wish to remain on the force, and more par« 
ticularly to break up certain partnerships on 
the part of the men, which are apparently 
detrimenta] to thé efficiency of the force. 

In the main those things which Chief Stew- 
ard seekg to accomplish by his well jaid pians 
are as follows: - He proposes to break up the 
rings and cliques which have been formed 
in almost every precinct in the city, sort of 
close corporations that run things at each 
station to suit themselves, and construe or- 
ders from above so as to safeguard the in- 
terest of their friends. 


Partnerships Must End. 
. He has determined that this system of po- 
licemen, and particularly plain clothes men 
forming partnerstiips, which last year after 
year, must be changed, and hereafter no two 


more than a Hmited period, not long engugh 

Detectives who don’t detect soon will ceaxe 
ito be detectives, In the first place the chief 
phas discovéred ftaat there are too many 
traveling around in plain clothes on gum- 
shoe missions, looking for crooks whom they 
neyer find. ; 

ere is to bea rearrangement of the entire 
plain -clethes force; and when Chtef Steward 
| gets. through about 200-men will get out their 
uniforms and start to traveling beat. Some 
of the men who will be taken off.the “ in- 
active” list and put on the “active” roll 
probably wilt have to get new uniforms ow- 
ing to the fact that they have acquired con- 
siderable avoirdupois since they last wore 
their old ones. ‘ 

Chief Steward does not contend that the 
body of plain clothes men constitutes an “ in- 
active ** list, but he does believe, from. evi- 
dence that has been presented to him, that 
many of the men now serving in that capacity 
could be classed as inactive, judging from 
the results they obtain, There is also to be 
a redistribution of the entire force through- 
out the city, so that there will be an appbdsi- 
tion between the density of population in 
each dirtrict to the number of policemen 
placed there. 


Chicagoans Number 2,600,000, 

In this connection it might be interesting to 
state that Chief Steward has obtained a cen-~- 
sus of Chicago, and the result of this census 
shows that the population of thig city is prac- 
tically 2,600,000. With the restg@fation of 200 
plain clothes men to the uniformed ranks and 
the elimination of many soft Snaps Chief 
Steward will have enough at his com- 
mand to increase the number Of men in cer- 
tain densely populated. districts, having in 
mind, too, the general character of the in- 
habitants and their disposition to, disobey the 
law without constant surveillance. He can 
do this, he believes, without hampering the 
efficiency of the force in the more sparsely 
populated districts. 

Having decided. upon the distribution. ac- 
cording to numbers in the various districts 
Chief Steward is now mostly concerned in 
placing the meén so that old time alliances 
will be broken up and where the men can $e 
watched as individuals and their records 
kept strictly in accordance with their merits. 
As a part of this program he has recently 
traneferred nearly 100 sergeants, and the 
work of redistribution is not yet complete, in 
fact, it may be said to have only just begua. 


Inspectors Not Exempt. 


The plans laid by Chief Steward do not ex- 
empt the commanhding officers from the gen- 
eral scheme of reform, for it is his purpose 
to deal with the force as a whole; from the 
oldest inspector to the youngest probationer. 
Not that the commanding officers are to be 
digturbed if their records prove them to be 
most efficient in their present s{ations. 

This in general is the chief's plan, without 
going into detail as to certain economies he 
proposes to inaugurate, and without telling 
what his sources of information? are,’ and 
how his records are kept. The system adept- 
ed is. the result of careful study, and while 
it may have to be modified or amplified the 
chief believes that he has a general plan 
which is bound to work out beneficially for 
the department. —

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YALE AUTHORITIES AY WAR 


rs. Sage’s Gift for New Campus 
Is Signal for Fresh Outbreak. 
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LAND IS TOO FAR AWAY. 


College Fights University on Proposi- 
tion of Locating Laboratory. © 


New York, Jan. 1.—{Special.}—The an- 
nouncement of Mrs. Russell Sage’s gift of 
$650,000 to pay for the Hill house estate in 
Prospect street comes at the culmination of 
a struggle between Yale college and the Yale 
corporation that is shaking this venerable 
institution to its foundations, In this strug- 
gle the faculty of the college is almost solid- 
ly opposed to the eorporation of the univer- 
sity, but the optimistic declaration of Anson 
Phelps Stokes, Jr., secretary of the corpora- 
tion, that “‘ Yale is growing from ea college 
to a university and the strain of the process 
is severe, but the institution in all its depart- 
ments will emerge stronger than ever,” isac- 
ceded to by the faculty only in its allusion 
to the severity of the process. 

The split has occurred over theacquisition 
of the new Hill house campus of thirty 
acres, situated from half a mile to nearly a 
milé away from the dormitories and. recita- 
tion halla of Yale college, and over the pro- 
jected location thereof of the new Sloane 
laboratory of physics. 

Protest in Alumni Weekly. 

Yesterday's issue of The Yale Alumni 
Weekly contained'a letter of protest from 
Prof. J. W. D. Ingersoll and another letter 
signed “High Street,” voicing the revolt of 
the Yale faculty, which by a two-thirds vote 
recently rejected the Hill house plan. These 
communications set forth that the Sloane 
building “ originally was thought of by its 
donors for the use of Yale college alone ”’; it

PANAMA CANAL IS HIT? 


Seismograph at Washington Indicates 
Shock Occurred There. 


ST. THOMAS, Danish West Indies, Jan. 1 
—[{Special ]}—Cablegrama recetved here re- 
port a violent earthquake in the French 
island of ‘Martinique and the British island 
of St. Vincent early this morning. Mont 
Pelee, a volcano in Martinique, and la Sou- 
friere, a volcano. in St. Vincent island, are 
reported to be active. The extent of the 
damage is not known here.

Great Shock in Yucatan. 
MPRIDA, Yucatan, Jan. 1.—Yucatan was 
shaken this morring by the most violent 
earthquake shocks; that have been felt here 
In many years. RBeports.from the surround- 
ing towns and plantations indicate that the 


seismic movement was widespread and that | 


the whole Yucatan peninsula was affected. 
Many of the,people apent the entire day in 
the open, fearing still stronger shocks that 
would cause houses to collapse. The oscil- 
lating movement appeared to be from south 
to north. This indicates that the shocks 
were much more severe south of here. 


QUAKE HITS PANAMA CANAL? 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 1.—[{Special]. }—The 
year of 1910 was ushered in by anearthquake 
somewhere on the earth’s surface, which had 
a violence approximately the same as that 
which destreyed San Francisco. The first 
shock was at 6:04 this morning, the second 
four minutes later, and the third followed 
three minutes afterward. The last was the 
most violent, being so strong that it threw 
the delicate selemograph pen off the cylinder. 

Officials at the weather bureau here fear 
that thé shock may have occurred on the 
Parfama isthmus. : The records show that it 


occurred about 2,000 miles from Washington, 


and as the movement was south-southwest it 
would indicate that the quake was some- 
where near the Panama canal. 

It. is ‘hoped that these calculations wil! 
prove false, however, because of the fact 
none. of the offictals at the canal and insular 
offices has received any message of damage 
done in the canal zone. 


Record Shock in Milwaukee. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 1.—The violent 
earthquake shock which was shown In many 
ebservatories was recorded by the seismo- 
graph at Marquette university early this 
morning. 


POLICE FAIL IN SEARCH FOR 
MISSING PHILADELPHIA GIRL. 


Authorities All Over Country Asked to 
Locate 16 Year Old Heifess Who Dis- 
appeared with Waiter. 


. Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 1.—Diligent search 
by private. detectives, aided by the police of 
Philadelphia, New York, and other eastern 
cities, has failed to disclose a clew as to the 
whereabouts of Roberta De Janon, the 18 
year old heiress, and Ferdinand Cohen, a 
waiter at the Bellevue-Stratford hotel, who 
are believed to have disappeared together 
last Wednesday.

WOMAN. IS FOUND MURDERED

Cincinnati Detectives Fail to Find Clew 
to Slayer—Outrage Is Forth of 
Series in Same Neighborhood. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 1.—With her throat cut 
and a gag in her mouth, the body of Miss 
Anna Lioyd, 36 years old, secretary of the 
Wiborg-Hanna Lumber company, was found 
in a lonely part of the city today. Detectives 
have failed to find any clew to her murder. 

The crime is the fourth of a series of sim- 
lar outrages. which have occurred in the 
same vicinity in the last: three years. At 
intervals during that time the bodies of three 
young women, frightfully. mutilated and 
abused, have been found within a radius of 
a couple of miles of the spot where Miss 
Lioyd’s body was discovered. Although the 
entire detective force of the city has workéd 
on these crimes, no clew ever has been found 
as to the perpefrator or perpetrators. 

Miss Lioyd’s body was found by two boys, 
and the snow. in the neighborhood showed 
that a terrible struggle must have occurred 
before the woman was overcome. It was 
trampled and stained with biood for many 
yards.

‘heavy looking house at 16 Grosvenor street 
which was for years the premises of a piano 
manufacturer. 


‘SPEND A FORTUNE | 


Now the interior is changing rapidly under 


the close supervision of Mrs. Keppel, being 
transformed “‘into @ fairyland of beauty ”

Beauty Will Be Leader. 

It is well know, accosding to the London 
paper, that Mrs, Keppel has long wanted 
to be oné of the hostesses of Londen, a task 
for which she, with her beauty and wit, is 
well fitted. Hitherto she has not been able 
to do all she desired in this direction, but her 
new establishment is of sufficient spacious- 


} ness to satisfy the most exacting hostess, 
“while the decorative scheme which she con- 


templates will form a rare setting for the 
functions it will witness. 

The house has a frontage of nearly sixty 
feet in Grosvenor street ‘and runs back a 
distance of over 200 feet. On entering the 
hall and spacious morning room the first 
thing that takes the eye is the fine, lofty 
room, which will lend itself readily to a dis- 


play of decorative tapestry designed for it." 


Immediately adjoining isthedining room. It 
is some forty-five feet by twenty-five, with 
a handsome Adam céiling in a remarkable 
state of preservation.

piatform, and as one of the Liberal papers 
says, Balfour is the chief asset in the cam- 
paign. 

Much of tne support which the “ fair 
trade” doctrine is receiving in England is 
due to the personality of Chamberiain.

Name Is Used by Others?

Highest Emigration in 1907. 

The highest emigration from the county 
imany one year was 2,500, in 1907. The emi- 
grants from the county are naturaly largely 
Roumanian, but of the 16 per cent of Magyars 
there is a proportionate emigration. About 


10 per cent of those who go to America take * 
‘their families and intend to remain there. 


Practically all the emigrants are land owners 
and the object of their trip is to get money 
to buy more land or pay a mortgage on that 
which they already own. They remain 
abroad, on the average, five years. 
42,000 people from this county have, at one 
time or another, visited America, 

The notary and the physitian agree that 
10 per cent of the emigrants dle in America 
of fiard work’ or from failure to take care 
The two officials, however, 
do not agree as to the amount of ‘money they 
send back to the county. In fact, the physi- 
clan urged the notary not to tell me of this, 
for he said it might make me angry to earn 
the true amount. The notary took the 
broader view.that there was no reason why I 
sShoukd not know the facts. According to him 
as much as a million crowns have been re- 
celved through the local postoffices in a sin- 
gie year. 

Land in the valley here is worth $160 an 
acre. Pasture land on the hills is worth $30 
@h acre. The Roumanian peasants on the 
average own from five to ten acres. With 
twenty-five acres the peasant is regarded as 
a rich nian. 


Magyar Praises Roumanians. 

The notary has no fault to find with the 
Roumanians. He says that they are just as 
good, as honest, and as truthful as the Mag- 
yars and as. faithful as d . It has been 
refreshing to hear a Magyar official speak 
well of the Roumanians. He maintains, 
however, that the Magyars return from 
America with a more broadened vision than 
Co the Roumanians. He gave as thé reason 
the fact that the Magyar had ceased to be a 
purely. working machine and always demnds 
time for play as wel) as for work, but that 
the Roumanians in America surrender them- 
selves to their work without stint and, asa 
consequence, return with little idea of what 
they have seen. The Magyars, on returp- 
ing, are inclined to become socialists; the 
Roumanians have brought but ‘little ‘with 
them except the money which they bave 
eurned by hard labor. 

I have, from time to time, heard much of 
the diseased conditions of the Roumanians. 
The physician maintains that the disease 
which formerly wrought great bavoc in 
Transylvania was introduced by soldiers 
from: the Danube, but that, owing to the 
careful attention which has been paid to it 
in the last decade, it has practically ceased 
to exist. From what I-had heard before 
coming to Transylvania 1 was prepared to 
see every. other man marked by the diséase, 
but thus far I have seen but a single inai- 
vidual so marked and he was not dressed am 
the garb.of the peasant.

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RAILWAYS 70 COVER CHINA 


4,000 Miles Built and Twice 
That in Course of Projection. 


EXPECT TO HAVE ‘1,000,900. 


Some of the Lines Have Pulimans and 
Trains Make Good Time. 


BY FRANK G. CARPENTER.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 11.—During the last few 
months I have traveled over most of the new 
railways of China. The empire has on the 
iron boots of modern progress, and it is lay- 
ing out roads in every direction. pre 

It has already more than 4,000 miles in op- 
eration, and double that in course of projec- 
tion and construction. The systeme already 
under way will give easy access to all the big 
cities, and, with the additions which are 
bound to come, they will eventwally gridiron 
the country. 

Today the Chinese have the poorest railway 
facilities of all the great nations.. Their em- 
pire is larger than the United States and it 
has four times our population.” Neverthe- 
less, its railways compare with ours in the 
ratio of about one mile to sixty... We have 
now almvst 230,000 miles of railways. When 
China is in as full swing she will need 912:000 
‘miles, and her iron track mileage wil net 
stop at 1,000,000. 


On the Manchurian System, 


I began my rallway travel in China on the’ 


chief Manchurian system. I landed at Dalny 
and went. north to Mukden. The trip was 
over the road built by the Russians and re- 
modeled by the Japanese. 

This road came to Japan at the close of its 


war with Russia. It is now financed and op- 


erated by the Japanese and is.a fiving evi- 
dence. of their ability as practical rajlway 
managers. 

The road is we!' firanciered.. The -gross 
receipts last year were sbout $3,500,000, and 
its net earnings were 1.6 per cent on the com, 
mon stock. 

A branch of this Manchurian railway is 
being built to Kirin, which Heg north of Muk- 
den eighty dr a hundred miles to the east- 
ward. Kirin has 160,000 population. It:is 
surrounded by a rich agricultural country 
and is a great lumber center. 

In addition to this line preparations are 
making for constructing a standard gauge 
road to Antung, on the borders of Corea, and 
prvitod connecting with the Corean ratlway 
system. 


First Track Twelve Miles Long. 


The first track ever laid in this country was : 


a little stretch of twelve miles, running from 
Shanghai to the port of Woosung, on the 
Yangtse-Kiang. It was constructed in 1876 
by a British company at a cost of $100,000 
and was operated but a few weeks, The na- 
tive officials were opposed to railroads and | 
they tried to keep out this opening wedge. 
The railway from Shanhaikwan to Tien. 
tsin, or rather that part of it from the Kaip- 
ing coal mines to Tientsin,.was seater tua dh 
about ten years later.

Road to the Great Wall. 


While in’ Peking I learned much about. the 
new railroad, which is now building through 
the great wall on into Mongolia. This is) 
a‘ branch of the Imperial railway syste 
dnd it is being constructed out of the profits 
6f the Mukden-Peking line. It begins se 
Peking and goes northward past the Ming 
Tombs to the Nankow pass. 

The road ‘starts from Peking, and, until it 
nears the mountains, the country is com- 
paratively smooth. It then rises rapidly, 
and the track ascends 1,800 feet ‘in ten and 
one-half miles, — 

China has many cities, already large, which 
are bound to grow enormously. th ‘the 
new railroads now projected and building. 
The chief of these are Peking, Tientsin, 
kow, Canton. Nanking, and Shangtiai, 

Another road, a little farther eastward, 
will strike the river at Chinkiang, and. this 
will eventually be continued squth to Can- 
ton, oe @ great trunk line through €ast- 


ern Chin 
a Line to Nanking. 

The railway from Tie to Watkins is 
fast approaching the Yellow river, and the 
ears will be running to that stream by. the 
first of the year.

But while the pos- 
session of the northern half of Saghalien may 
offer some advantages to this country, in 
connection with ite fisheries and sealing 
grounds, thése could not begin to weigh in the 
balance against the innumerable objections 
to any acquisition of the territory and adja- 
cent waters in question by Uncle Sam, even 
as a gift. 

Without entering into the question as to 
the feelings and attitude of the Tokio gov- 
ernment, there is no doubt that the Japa- 
nese people bitterly resented the American 
seizure of the Philippines, which they had 
accustomed themselves to régard. as des- 
tined to become one of their dependencies as 
soon as vet the wane of Spanish sovereignty 
over the archipelago hed attained the _van- 
ishing point. 

That the constant insurrections of the Fil- 
ipinocs agains§ the Spanish authorities in 
the islands w fostered and promoted not 
by the Japan ernment but by the Japa- 

nese people, with this object in view, is known 
to every one who hae any acquaintance with 
the affairs of the Orient, and so cruel was 
the national} disappointment in Daj Nippon 
when after the war of 1898 with Spain, and 
the battie of Manila, the Philippines became 
an American colony, that the Japanese press 
was loud if ite protests and vigorous in its 
defiunciation of its own government for per- 
mitting the United States to establish itself, 
territorially speaking, off the southeastern 
coast of Asia. 

Ever since the Japariese people plainly have 
intimated that the’ retention of the Philip- 
pines by this country was entirely dependent 
upon their pleasure and good will and that in 
the event of any trouble arising between the 
two powere the first move-on their part would 
be to seize the islands. Situated as they are, 
at a distance of many thousand miles from 
the United States, whence it. would be nec- 
essary to draw troops, ships, and war mate- [| 
rial of every, kind, it wouid be just as difficult 
for this -country “to"hold- the Philippines 
against. the Japanese as. it would ‘be for 
France to hold Cochin-Chino or Holland the 
Dutch Indies if similarly attacked. 


Advantages Japan Has. 

Japan is situated within easy striking dis- 
tance of:them all, the Philippines, indeed, 
being the nearest, and would be able to land 
entire armies on the coast long before any 
troops copld. be-dispatched to the far east by 
any. of the powers mentioned. Posséssed, 
moreover, of & magnificent fleet, superior in 
size to the naval forces of any other nation 
in that part of the world, she would be diffi- 
cult to'distodge’ Indeed, when the ineradica- 
ble and inherent prejudice “of all orientals 
‘the white races is taken into consid- 
eration, a prejudice to which ‘the Japanese 
will be able to appeal in order to arouse the 
riatives against their white rulers, it is prob- 
able that'they would be able to. render them- 
selves impregnable before the naval and mil- 
itary. reinforcements could reach the scene 
either from America or from Europe, Even

The Dutch are more sensible, es- 
pecially in businees matters, and once 
vinced that it would. be to the civediawete 
the nation, economically and politically, to 
sell for a big sum possessions which they 
cannot reasonably hope to bold much longer, 
they will permit no question of mere senti- 
ment to deter them from oe a profitable 
deal, —

They escape punishment for their 
wrongs, which are not sufficiently defined in any popular code. Vice 


The poor fee] no need of churches or’ reforming agencies. They have 
not vice enough to create a demand for the moral.’ Wickedness is 
the specialty of a different class, so small that cure would affect only 
a few. Not enough people have a chance to do wrong to ¢all for a 
eatuaied morality of, religion, The small criminals hardly affect society. 
Hence, we say we need a new estimate and characterization of 
vice, which cannot be defined with the ten commandments or moral 
conceptions of a century ago. We have not only new yices but new 
ways of operating them, and the realm of evil differs from what 
it used to be. Vice, like crime, is mainly economic, and is seen in 
the social and political conditions.. The chief sins are committed

Desiring to be loved has nothing whatever to do with 
eving, just as jealousy has pothing whafever to do’ witlf iov 
These have to do with our. ye Mtove, our ggoism, and its sense 
property. 

The property sense is so «imminent in the baser mind that it min- 
gies with every emotion. 80 that, whatever we love, we wish 
to own. But in our nobler consciousness we are generous. We wor- 
ship the moon, although it,is alfogether out of our reach and shared

with all the world and with Mars and Venus, too.

And it is our 


us delight in her lovely society. The moon, of course, does love us 


and is happy in shedding upon us her soft, dreamy, poetical light and 
in filling our thought with picturesque imaginings and sweet senti- 
ment. But we do not think of her love for”us when we are rapt 
in our enchanted adoration of her glories. We are happy purely by 
the feelings the moon inspires in us. 


And in so far as this is true of our regard for people, we

But as the descendants of Adam have increased and multiplied 
there are crowded conditions in civilization making the threads of 
individual association and intercourse too complex ever to be fofi#wed 
by any grouping of finite minds, and more than ever something in 
explanation of the individual action demands a hearing. 

To bring home the point, let us take the court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, with twelve jurymen in the box sworn to find a verdict in a case 
in which the liberty of the defgndant is at stake—perhaps his life, 
even, James Brown is the defendant. He has been a good citizen 
for years. His purposes and his intentions toward his fellows hare 
been human and humanizing in character. But the law: has laid 
hands upon him and on the preponderance of evidence that shall be 
found by the jury his fate rests. Brown has done something, or he 
has done nothing. Wither activity or passivyeness under the law may 
have brougut him to bar. 

Sitting there as a decent citizen, always decently disposed, he en- 
joys the same immunity—liegally—that is accorded the worst criminal 
who ever sat in the dock. Which is that he must be presumed inno- 
cent until by the evidence he is proved guilty. 

Brown and all his witnesses taking the chair in evidence for 


his cause, take oath to tell the “truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth.” Presumptively, Brown is innocent, but to the: great 


world which doesn’t know his reasons and excuses thé fact that he 


sits in the dock at all is a black mark upon him. And testimony be- ~ 
gins. The prosecution bas the first word by its attorney’ and it has 
the last word through its attorney. ‘The prosecution’s witnesses first 
are heard. Then Brown and his witnesses have hearing. 

Unfortunately, perhaps, most prosecutors measure their success in 
law by the number of their convictions. They are paid to secure ver- 
dicts against defendants. And from the long, hard practice of cold 
blooded prosecution ‘they are better versed in just when and where 
and how to stop defendant and his witnesses as far as possible short 
of that “whole truth” which they are sworn to tell. To tell the 
“ whole truth” is just as binding upon a witness as is the oath bind- 
ing him to tell “the truth” and further “ nothing but the truth.” But 
in such a cause as this of Brown’s nothing is harder than for Brown 
and his honest witnesses to get into the court records this * whole 
truth ” upon which so much of his honest defense of a justifiable act 
must depend. 

Every questioned act of every man since time began must have 
its degree of excuse or it must be utterly inexcusable. Why did 
Brown do this particular thing that brings him into court to prove 
himself entitled to life and liberty-as always he had been entitled to 
them under the constitution of the United States? Courts are under 
fire today by the great masses of thinking people who charge them 
with dallying away time, lying back on precedents of higher courts,

There are numberless incidents which 
take place today in the streets of Jerusalem, 
in the flelds and in the market places, which 
illustrate scenes of bible days.

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Mr. Tyler’s Formulary. 


By Percy Hammond. 
Mr. George ©. Tyler, who is the managing director of Liebler & Co., producers 
of “The Fourth Estate,” has, like many other managers, a basic formulary for the 


Mnaking of plays. His idea of a good play is, generally, one which relates the inter- 


esting experiences of a group of interesting persons, and relates them in a way to 
convinee the observer that steh persons might”  bave been involved in such experi- 
ences. To make an important play out of a good play. Mr: Tyler would add to the 
elemeuts of interest gnd truthfulmess that of significance—he would have it contain 
a criticism of some.phase of life or other that needs criticism. Of course Mr. Tyler’s 
formula is neither complete nor exacting enough to be ideal, but it is intelligent, 
which is more effective. : 

The manager will probably find that “The Fourth Estate” is pretty near to his 
heart’a desire. Mr. Patterson bas written courageously of journalism, exposing 
some of its mysteries, physical and moral, and he has made these mysteries so enter- 
taining by means of character and incident that they produce an unusual impression 
upon those who contemplate his exposition of them. The nature of the impression 
It may be that it will cause some 
of us to lose a beneficial faith in those journals which are more than tess brave and 
upright, which would be unfortunate, and again it may induce a charitable con- 
sideration, in those of us who are skeptical, for the men who have to wage the fight 
under perplexing difficulties, which would be comforting. One thing is certain— 
the people who see it get an absorbing lesson of one sort or another, and that is 
what Mr. Tyler believes is the function of an important play. 

At any rate it is possible to commend Mr. Patterson unequivocally for his valor- 
ous theme. “The Fourth Hstate” rather effectually punctures as a  supersti- 
tion the belief that the press the people’s rights maintain, unawed by influ- 
ence and unbribed by gain. He shows a newspaper proprietor who stifles the story 
of a purchased judge in exchange for that judge’s social influence. He shows a 
crafty agent of “special interests” succeeding in the suppression of news by the 
threat of withdrawn advertisements, A noble managing editor harassed at every 
turn by hostile interests is exhibited, his passion for his duty to the people ar- 
raigned against bis loye for a woman. And all of it is displayed with a very fair 
sense of credibility. “ The Fourth Dstate” hasn’t the’ raw life which makes the 
same author’s playlet, “‘ Dope,” so clinching, nor the dexterity and cleverness that 
distinguish much of “A Little Brother of the Rich.” But it is palpitant, unes- 
capable melodrama with a meaning, and the concessions one has to make for thor- 
vugh enjoyment of it are due to a naive imperfection of technique—doubtful little 
things which interfere more with the story than with its significance. The play 
puts Mr. Patterson definitely among the few American authors who have something 
tc write about and who have the gift to write about it pungently in the language 
used by human beings. He is “armed strong with honesty” and if for nothing else 
he should command attention.

Can Our Hero Be a Cad? 

Among the little things which annoy we should include a flaw or two in the 
composition of the intrepid young egoist who officiates as the protagonist of the 
play. We like our heroes human, to seo them go wrong oceasionafly just-as if they 
were in real life; but we can understand and appreciate the moral vigor of a young 
Man who is willing to sacrifice his love for a woman to his duty to his fellow 
man. There are moments, however, when Wheeler Brand causes us to suspect that 
he is a cad, a suspicion which weakens one’s faith in the clarity of his ethics.. One 
of these moments occurs at the end of the second act. Brand has just laid a trap 
for the judge by which he plans to send him to the penitentiary for bribery. He has 
invited the judge to come to his office, theré to be unknowingly photographed ir the 
act of paying $10,000 for the obliteration of the incriminating news story. The 
judge leaves the room to think it over. While he is gone Brand makes love to his 
daughter, and when the judge returns and announces that he has fallen into the 
snare, Brand has his arms around the girl and has kissed her. As the judge walks 
aWay one cannot-avoid believing that Brand has an oblique ‘view of the etiquette 
of conspiracy—and the incident militates against the desired feeling of gratification 
when in the end his scheme results in the judge’s discomfiture. 

Then the myriad of accurate newspaper detail might include at the end of the 
third act a natura) attempt on the part of the judge to destroy the photographic evi- 
ence of his disgrace—-a small thing, perhaps, but noticeable. And the dénouement, 
et present a bit irresolute, we think would be measurably improved.in effect if the 
i. .¢ woman, standing there in the composing room, picturesque in evening dress, 
agaiuxt a dramatic background of newspaper machinery, and listening, appalled, to 
her father’s admission of high crimes, might be moved to address to him a few sor- 
towing remarks appropriate to such a situation. It might lift the scene where it 
segs and permit more decided emotion in the audience as tho play ends.

Before this is accomplished 
he snes over ma corner a gray, pathetic little thing in rags, who has no fun except 

ese dreams. but who Is pretty, uncomplaining, and appealing. The fortune huntgr’s 
mpathies are touched and then his beart, and before he realizes it he has forgot- 
ten his sordid errand and is in love. A sudden shift of fate transforms the drab 
ittle thing into a ravishing beanty with smart dresses and a college “fifiish.” And 
et the end he becomes engaged to her in a shower of real rain, under a real um- 
brelia, and you know that they will be mfarried and live happy ever after. 

In the course of the story there is considerable easy comedy, with the sentiment, 
and it is ail set in @ negotiable atmosphere of the stage small town.

‘Little Brother’ in New. York! 
Gets a Right Royal Welcome.

And she is a humorist. Flirtation is to her a mild pastime and her relapses aré ~ 


only fun run furious but mot at all a disaster. The audience laughed at her escapades, 
and, although I don’t say that her wickedness was admired of itself, surely her suave, 
elegant, jolly ways of deviltry were accepted for diversion readily. 

Muriel was a sport, too, who didn’t rouse any visible disfavor until she hailed with 
glee the idea of a cockfight in her drawing room. At first the audience went with her 
in glee at the sight of the gamecocks flying at each other,/but as the women compre-— 
hended the birds” deadly ferocity, their outfit of killing steel spurs, and the fiendish 
cruelty of the sport they shivered and murmured. A sigh of relief went ‘round whe 
Murie] declared that she wouldn’t have her best rug stained with blood and thé con- 
test was taken out of sight to be reste} on a billiard table. 


Judicious Choice Made of the Artists. 

Not a little of the liking for the acted version of “A Little Brother of the Rich” 
with this feminine audience—and it was greater than that of “The Fourth Estate” 
—was due to Mr. Patterson’s judicious choice of artists to delineate the characters be 
had created.’ That was especially true of Hilda Spong, long known to the assemblage 

a player of good humored, clear headed, and always honest hearted heroines, It 
would have been a bad error to give the role to an actress who had been seen in the 
guise of adventuresses.

The final act, with Sylvia making a success 
in the theater, yet cherishing her vuouted love of Paul, and his return to her contrite 
and regenerate, is delightful comedy and the most natural, unstrained, untheatrie 
view of work in a theater that I have seen in a long while. And the women enjoyed 
it immensely. Here again a right selection had been made of Ida Conquest for the 
Sylvia. It looked to me as if Ida, conscious that Hilda Spong had triumphed unusu- 
ally, realized that she could save th eplay from a diminuendo of interest by nothing 
else than her best effort. Ida’s depiction of an unblemished actress, tender, natoral, 
and in every way womanly, carried things on a crescendo of amusement to a good 
iesson at the conclusion. And that’s the way “A Little Brother of the Poor” was 
received by a thousand New York women. 

New Yorkers who like that drama of modish life and so desire more depiction by 
Mr. Patterson, may get it in his short drama of the cocaine habit. The lack of a 
horribly exemplar drug fiend in “ Dope,” however, strikes me as Zola’s “ Drink” 
might with the maniac drunkard left out.

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Early Days of My Career

Not Strewn with Many Roses. 
| By Anna: Held. 


T refer to the early days of my career with 
considerable pride. despite the fact that they 
were not. as you Americans say, “ rosy.” I 
was born in Paris, France. My mother was a 
Pole and father a Parisian. Papa was a 
giove manufacturer on a small scale. He 
employed only four or five persons in his tiny 
factory. Of course, we were not rich. We 
were poor, but comfortably situated. My 
mother gave birth to seven children, and I 
was the last, the youngest. Unfortunately, 
the other six died, and I was mother’s and 
father’s sole companion. When I was 9 years 
old my father became ill. The glove business 
without his presence grew smaller and smali- 
er and after a while the last operator was 
gone, likewise what little trade he con- 
troled. 

‘We then opened a little restaurant. It 
seemed to serve ho other purpose than to en- 
able me to stay. about.in the kitchen and 
taste all the good things and learn how they 
were made. The lessons were excelient, as 
I am stfli a capable housekeeper, and hnow 
frequently prepare and serve our meals. The 
littie restaurant, however, was not a suc- 
cess. My father grew sicker and sicker, and 
we grew poorer and poorer. Circumstances 
forced me to look. for work. I earned my 
first few francs by cleaning and curiing 
plumes. I went to the Latin quarter after 
gehocl, got the plumes, and took them home, 
and at night mother and I curled them. In 
the morning | delivered them and hurried 
eff to school. eee 


For us it was 4 rakedy when I was kept 
after school, and that happened more and 
more as @8 grew poorer, and my ‘body was 
less and less well nourished, and it was more 
and more difficult to-etudy. After the plumes 
came buttonholes. I went to a shop to make 
them. Because I was little and the youngest 
in the shop they gave me the darkest corner. 
I left it soon to make fur caps. There they 
placed me at a long table where half a dozen 
other girls worked. While we worked I sang 

to the girls the songs that I had heard on 
the streets, I continued In the fur cap fac-

The paid officers of the association, in- 
cluding all specialists in physical, social, 
educational, and boys’ work, as weil as the 
direct religious work, are ever alert in their 
effort to bring men into an active Christian 
experience. The religious work policy calis 
for the enlistment of men and boys in definite 
service for their fellows, either in direct re- 
ligious effort or in promoting social and civic 
movements for the betterment. of the com- 
munity at large. Christian young men of 
the churches, as active members of the asso- 
ciation, many of whom serve on committees, 
are ever urged by the power of personal ex- 
ample and individual effort to remove the 
religious prejudice of many young men who 
come to the building and to secure their at- 
tendance at the various churches in the-city. 

The association seeks primarily not to 
reach mainly men who are related to 
churches, or who profess religious affilia- 
tions; on: the« contrary, through the active 
agencies employed, tHe ‘asedciation shiccess- 
fully appeals to thousands of men who never 
attend church and who are unmoved by any 
other religious agency. The association be- 
lieves that the best index of its real suc- 
céss in religious work is found in the number 
of nonreligious men who frequent its build- 
ings and choose its religious environment 
instead of spencing their leisure time in 
fmmoral resorts. 


The association adiks a close working re- 
lation with the ministers and churches of the 
city, believing that such churches are the 
fundamental forces tn the promotion of the 
Christian religion. The members of the as- 
sociation are sympathetic and helpful in co- 
operating with special evangelistic cam- 
paigns, when conducted by evangelists and 
leaders who have the approval and support 
of the churches of the city. Many mem- 
bers of the association are actively identi- 
fled with movements which seek the social 
and civic uplift of the city, and the associa- 
tion, through educational agencies, seeks to 
qualify such men for effective work. The 
association as such, however, does not par- 
ticipate in anti-vice crusades, in movements 
for the enactment or enforcement of law, or 
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tn disputes hetween capital and iabor, i. 
declines to be used by social reformers or 
unattached evangelists who seek to take ex- 
treme and dangerous positions, which, it 
indorsed by {t, would lead to the unnecessary 
disruption of its membership and the impair- 
ment of its fundamental and legitimate 
work. ;

Individual effort is eystematically promoted 
whereby Christian young men are urged to 
exert a positive friendly . infiugnce with 
strange young men whom they a in the 
association buildings. 

At seventeen points in the city associa@- 
tion has established social centerg in build- 
ings and rooms where the envirenment is 
religiously wholesome and elevating to men 
and boys. 
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Many officers and members of the associa- 
tion are active leaders in gerieral movements 
which stand for the religious, social, and 
civic improvement of the city, such as men's 
church brotherhoods, young people's sdcie- 
ties of Christian Endeavor, Sunday’ schools, 
bible class athletic league, playgrounds, and 
various clubs and committees which are do- 
ing effective socia] service. 

ATl tn all the re?igious work of the asedcia- 
tion is so organized as to enlist the attention 
and service of men of all nationelities, con- 
ditions, and employment. 

The volume of physical work accompiéehed 
in the five gymnasiums now operated by the 
association is interesting. Last year 3.188 
classes were held with a registered attend- 
ance of nearly 100.000 men and boys. Figures 
aione, however, do not register efficiency. 
The” greatest ‘achievements In thé physica) 
section are expressed in an increaseof whole- 
some play life, the raising of health stand- 
ards, and the development of a higher type 
of manhood. 

Nearly 2,000 men and boye are enlisted in 
the night and day schools conducted in the 
buildings of the association. Among the 
groups of men and boys served through these 
clases are:

The quality of the work is high grade; with 
thorough instruction and training. and the 
objective, in harmony with the large purpose 
of the association, is the developing of effi- 
cient manhood by preparing men and vooys 


to enter upon lHfe’e duties with intellectual - 


and moral equipment guided by Christian 
principles and motives.

English artists and critics are much ex- 
cited over what the conservatives among 
them cal] “the slump in modern art; ” the 
Royal academy, once powerful, is “in a 
State of grave peril; the pictures of tts 
members are t unsalable in the mar- 
kets of the day.” Year after year its exhibi- 
tions draw crowds of people, but what be- 
comes of.the canvases is a mystery, because 
nobody buys them. 

Charles J. Holmes, the new director of the 
National gallery. in London, touches with 
profound rimination the reason of this 
modern dequacy of the old fashioned 

ideals. In his farewéll article as 
editor of the Burlington Magazine, probably 
the leading English organ of the higher crit- 
icism tn art, he says: 

* Modern European art is in process of 
being remodeled both in Its principles and in 
its practice by imcreased acquaintance with 
the achievement of the e&st. With many 
artists the process of r ling fs uncon- 
Scious; it is clearly apprehended by few; by 
the majorétty, indeed, it is perhaps misunder- 
stood and regarded asia passing craze or 
fashion.’ Fet its advocates can now defend 
themselves with sound logic, so that in time 
the more conservative elements in European 
art will have to take count of the new knowl- 
edge, or suffer the inevitable extinction of the 
unfit.’’ 


Modern Art 


incommunicable charm; and our artists—all 
creative minds sensitive to beauty—have per- 
force. often unconsciously, set themselves to 
discover the ancient laws which must here- 
after enrich the ideals of the world. 

But Japanese art has not been the only 
filuminating influence. Half a century ago 
Egypt, Crete, Assyria, Byzantium, and 
China, as well as Japan, “ were either un- 
kndwn to serious art criticism or stood for 
barbaric ignorance. Fully half of the now 
extant masterpieces of Greek art were either 
buried or unrecognized; fully half of what we 
now prize most in the art of Italy, France, 
and Germany was then a sealed book to stu- 
dents. Photographic reproduction has ac- 
celerated still further the opening of a thou- 
sand new avenues of thought.” 

Thus the change in the aspect of modern 
art represents no passing phase of fashion, 
‘but a real and fundamental growth. “ The 
men,” Mr. Holmes concludes, “who have 
grown up with the development of these new 
perceptions, the opening of these wider hori- 
gons, the gradual form@lation of working 
principles more deep and universal than any 
known ‘before, breathe naturally and easily 
the atmosphere of a world in Which artists 
of an earlier generation gasp and become 
diazy. 

“The academic art, which is failing all 
over Europe, dies by no deliberate hostility, 
by no revolutionary caprice, but because it 
no longer embodies the complete theory and 
the logical economy of practice which in 
earlier days —_— were founded to pro- 
vide.”

Our artists- have nothing to fear from « 
public which every year may see theif pic- 
tures hung side by side with the best things 
produced abroad. Connoisseurs and critics, 
of course, haye known what was going on, 
but the dear, ‘Innocent, colonial minded peo- 
ple havéebeen hard to move out of their an- 
cient prejudice in favor of foreign art. At 
last, however, even they are beginning to 
suspect the truth, and among many influ- 
ences toward this enlightenment, perhaps, 
these Carnegie exhibitions have been the 
strongest: They offer a deadly and convinc- 
ing parellel, which he who runt’ muet read. 

The foreign artists who have come over to 
serve on the international! juries have con- 
tributed by thelr enthusiasm for American 
art to our hew spirit of confidence. When 
meh like Aman-Jean, Cottel, Raffaelli. Zorn, 
“Thaulow, and East tell us over and over 
that our painters rank witli*the best in 
the world we begin perforce to believe them. 
Also they carry the news home, so that even 
the foreign dealers are beginning to perceive 
the turning of ‘the tide. 

The leading dealers in Holland, having 
grown weary of the second rate imitative 
stuff which his countrymen are now turning 
out. is coming to this country this spring 
to find more promising material

within the next decade. In the closing years 
of the nineteenth century Chicago could 
poast of being the official home of only one 
baseball circuit, and that of minor caliber. 
With that exception its baseball colony con- 
casted of the few players who made the city 
their dwelling place during the winter. This 
year Chicago wiH be headquarters for one 
ot the two major leagues, the American, and 
for three of the larger minors, the American 
association and the Western and Three Eyes 
leagues. The importance of this is increased 
by the fact that the one major league center- 
ing here probably did more business in the 
amusement way last year than all the few 
leagues in the country di@ a dozen years ago, 
and that the American association probably 
catered to more people than a major league 
could even hope to see enter its gates fifteen 
years ago. That is the measure of the 
growth of baseball, both as a business and as 
a sport, in a few years. With the exception 
of the winter meeting of the American 
league, Which is held in New York, the four 
leagues maintaining affices in Chicago trans- 
act practically all their official business from 
this city and hold their meetings here. In 
acdition to that the National Association of 
Piofessional Baseball Leagues, which is the 
official title of the big body of thirty odd 
minor leagues, has decided to return to Chi- 
cako for its annual meetings after a one year 
trial of smaller quarters... Chicago also has 
a city league of its own, conducted on the 
lines of organised baseball, and a quantity of 
semi-pro and amateur independent teams 
which would require the services of a federal] 
census bureau to enumerate accurately. 
Against this showing that of New York, the 
second baseball city of the world, is slender, 
indeed. It is the headquarters of one major 
ieague, the National, and cne minor, the 
Kastern. The American league holds one of 
ii¢é annual meetings in Manhattan and we 
other in Chicago. Last year the National 
followed the same policy, but this year de- 
cided to hold both its meetings in Gotham. 
Perhaps it will not be long before not only all 
American league meetings but also both Na- 
tional leagué gatherings will be called in the 
real baseball center of the universe, thereby 
keeping abreast of the-city’s growth as a 
financial and business cen Looks like a 
happy new decade for Chicago in ali its 
branches,

Jeffries-J ohnson Struggle Will 
Settle Old Feud. 


GRUDGE IS BORNE BY BOTH. 


Hatred Declared to Be Intense Between 
White and Black Man. 


_ When James J. Jeffries and Jack Jonnson 
step into the ring on the afternoon of July 4 
to fight a battie for the highest honors in 
pugilism—the world's heavyweight cham- 
pionship—one of the most bitter and venge- 
ful struggies in the history of the game of 
fisticuffs will be settled. This white man 
from California, who never had feit the sting 
of defeat and who retired with perhaps the 
greatest record of any big fighter, talks of 
Johnson as he would of his moet hated enemy, 
He means to annihilate him when they: come 
face to face in the ring if he has the power 
to do so, making no secret of the fact that 
it will be a “ grudge" fight. 

But shift the scene to the darker side of the 
picture, that of portraying the present cham- 
pion, Jack Johnson. It is found that tre 
same feeling is prevaient. Jack Johnson 
says he- has listened to Jeff's taunting and 
uncomplimentary remarks about him and his 
race, but that he shall bide his time, know- 


ing that a sunny afternoon in California is 


coming in July and he is looking forward to 
it with all the joy in the world, for on that 
afternoon he meane to be avenged. 


Big Black Also Bitter. 


The big black champion deciares that never 
before in his life had he had a more bitter 
battle on hand-and he wants to whip his white 
rival and whip him in a way that his huge 
fists have whipped no opponent before. it 
would give him extreme pleasure to do the 
whipping in California, for that is Jeff's 
home state, and he is more than anxious that 
promoters Rickard and Gleason make their 
final decision to hold the fight there. 

With three of the biggest guns in the ranks 
of pugilism in Chicago the last week, things 
were kept humming. Jack Johnson was here, 
coming for a reunion with his family, which 
he had brought to Chicago from Galveston, 
Tex.; James J. Jeffries appeared in his the- 
atrical stunt at the Coliseum last night, and 
James J. Corbett, another one time cham- 
pion, spent the entire week in the city play- 
ing an engagement at @ loca] theater. Not 
one of the three missed a chance to tel) what 
would happen or what he thought would 
happen when the big battle comes off. 


Jeff Silent, as Usual. 

Of the three, big Jeff was the most reticent. 
The big ex-boilermaker, naturelly of quiet 
demeanor, did not need to talk, for with him 
was Sam Berger, who is gaining great fame 
as the mouthpiece of the man who pians to 
become champion again Berger certainiy 
needs no coaching. He has a line of talk, with 
Jeffries ‘for his subject, that would be hard 
for any one to beat. And Berger says that 
deff will lick the negro as he never has been 
licked before. 

That is Berger’s idea. supported by what 
Jeff himself thinks, which is about as good 
information as can be gleaned from the Cali- 
fornian's camp. Reports which have been 
sent out from many points where Jeffries 
appeared in his theatrical stunt that he was 
in poor physical condition have been branded 
as false by Berger and all other members of 
the show, and when he was here last night 
the big Californian certainly looked to be in 
better shape since he started light training to 
condition himself for the Johnson fight. 

But in many quarters {t is still a matter of 
doubt as to whether Jeff ever will be able to 
get into his old time form. One thing is 
sure, and that is that he is far from the con- 
dition he must be in when he faces the negro. 
James J, Corbett, who is to act as sparring 
partner and adviser to Jeff during the last 
month of his training, turned loose a few 
words as to what he thought of Jeff's chances 
and of Johnson's fighting ability.

DOINGS IN THR MOTOR WORLD 


New York Exhibit Promises to 
Be Popular Affair. 


BEECROFT ON 1910 MACHINE, 


C. M. C. Head Says This Year’s Models 
Will Be Rational Creations. 


Not every one—and, in fact, not many—at- 
tended the national automobile show at At- 
lanta, Ga., in November, and, truth to tell, 
the exhibition was more local than national 
in character. Therefore, students of motor 
engineering are reveling in a feast of me- 
chanical tidbits as a result of the tenth 
show of the American Motor Car Manufac- 
turers’ association, which opened in the 
Grand Central palace; New York, on New 
Year's eve, and which will continue to Fri- 
day night, which will just clear the wey for 
the big show of the Seldenites which begins 
in Madison Square garden the following 
night. 

The “independents ”’ effort is a most com- 
mendable one, judging by reports from New 
York, which tell of the affair being a monster 
demonstration of the popularity of the motor 
car in that the 825 exhibiters are displaying 
oars and accessories which are valued at 
$1, 100,000. Seventy-two of these exhibits 
are made by American car manufacturers, 
while twelve foreign machines are shown. 
There are seventeen commercial types on 
view. while the entire exhibition takes up 
72.000 square feet of space. It is estimated 
that $30,000 has been spent in the decora- 
tions, while it is predicted that the total at- 


-tendance for the week will run over 100,000. 


American Cars in Front. 

While the foreign cars always are interest- 
ing in that they show the latest ideas of con- 
tinental. designers, still the American ma- 
ohines have: the center of the stage in the 
Grand Central palace, and show the great 
strides made by the manufacturers of this 
country. Such a student of engineering prac- 
tice as David Beecroft, president of the Chi- 
cago Motor club, who leaves today for New 
York. declares that the 1910 car is a more ra- 
tional creation than that of previous years. 

“There was a time when some cars might 
be designate@ bonnets, some wheelbases, and 
some angles.’’ declared this expert yester- 
day, “but the car that was all bonnet or 
hood has disappeared. The car that resem- 
bled a Christmas eve shopper on his: way 
home with arms filled with packages is van- 
ishing, and the car that apparently was de- 
signed with the object of making everything» 
harmonize wjth a paltry whim of the de- 
signer also has ceased to be. The 1910car in 
many cases is reasonably rational; in a few 
cases it is mot. There are some cars on the 
market today with a steering wheel so close 
to the driver's seat that it is impossible to 
operate it without striking the hand against 
the knee. Such cars apparently have been 
designed to suit a body whim rather than to 
be a car in the operating sense of the term. 


. Balanced Machine on Way. 

“The balanced car is coming. This is the 
ear in which the motor has received Its qyota 
of attention: this is the car in which the 
designer has recognized that the chief object 
of its manufacture has been to transport 
people and that these people should be made 
as comfortable as possible when in the car. 
The balanced car is one with sufficient gaso- 
line accommodations for a day’s journey and 
in which the lubricating means are adequate 
for 200 miles: in some: cases 500. The New 
York show gives indication that the balanced: 
car is not so far away as one might. think.” 

Now that there has been held the annual 
meeting of the Illinois State Automobile 
association and new blood injected Into the 
directory it is anticipated that this body 
ought to be able to do something to advance 
the cause of motoring in Illinois. The asso- 
clation never has amounted to anything in 
the past, but the national officers believe 
there is a big field in which it can work, and 
they have assured the new officers that al! the 
power of the A. A. A. will be forthcoming to 
make Illinois a power in the land. 


‘Root Experienced Leader. 

The new president of the state association 
is Charlies P. Root of the Chicago Motor.club, 
whose experiences in cycling ought to fit him _ 
to advance the cause of motoring. George W. 
Erhart of Decatur, vice president, is an en- 
thusiastic advocate of good roads and sign- 
boards and ought to be of assistance to Pres- j 
ident Root. Every one knows how Treasurer 
John Farson of the Chicago Automobile club 
stands, while Frank H. Trego, secretary, a 
Chicago Motor club man, is a strong mem- 
ber of the board.

New York, Jan. 1—H: Chandler Egan of 
Chicago is the foremost amateur golf player 
of the United States for 1909, according to 
the ratings now made public by leading 
golf authorities In the east. A ranking of 
the sixteen best players of 1908 made by 
Hugh L. Fitzpatrick, recognized as the dean 
of American golf reporters, who has pre- 
pared the ratings for several years, was made 
public today. : 

Reviewing the work of the golfers and 
the points of their play which led him to the 
determination of his ratings, Mr. Fitzpatrick 
said: 

“Although there were more tournaments 
and matches played last season:than ever 
before in the United States, the action in 
the amateur championship had a more than 
usual significance in determining the goifers 
of national position and prominence. Egan 
was the pivoi of interest. He revealed a 
return, to the form which has won for him 
in former national, western, and in the 
intercollegiate championship and the defeat 
in the southern championship of 1908 did not 
mean anything. ; 


Egan Shows Brilliant Form. 

Egan stopped inturn McArthur, 7 up; War- 
ren Wood, 6 up. Sawyer, 1 up, 38 holes.

Wright brothers and Count Zeppelin prob- 
ably did more in 1909 to set militarism guess- 
ing than any other one person or group of 
persons. Yet it was the Frenchman, Bleriot, 
who flew for the $5,000 prize offered by a Lon- 
don paper, and in winning it cleared the Eng- 
lish channel. But scores of prizes far larger 
than this were offered aviators—some of them 
lost. and some of them won, Altogether/the 
testing out of the airships of the present cen- 
tury largely has been marked on the 1909 cal- 
Presidents, kings, emperors, and 
nearly everybody else who had the chance 
fell in with the rubbernecks and skygazed 
at every opportunity and at.all distances at 
the aviations. Only a few aviators and spec- 
tators were killed, however—virtually hone 
compared with the victims of the automobile, 
football, and strong drink. 

‘We had a Lincoln centennial celebration 
“and national holiday in February of 1908. 
This was a novelty in that it will be 2000 A. D. 
before we can have another one that is on the 
square. Few echool children who participate 
in this. one will be presént at the next one, 
making it a serious, sober bit of 1900 history. 
More than this, however. the celebration of

HE making of public highways in the 
United States suddenly stopped with 
the perfection, first of the steamboat 
and later of the railroad. For more 
than fifty years the people gave fittle 

attention to building, new highways, or keep- 
ing the

he need. 

: The result of this was that scientific road 
building became almost @ lost art—or, at 
least, of 0 little importance in the eyes of the 
public and the business world that few 
cared to give the necessary time to study it. 
As.a nattral result the engineers who were 
capable of laying out and constructing good 
highways became fewer and fewer. 

When the automobile, however, became a 
commercial power, the agitation for good 
public highways took on new life. While the 
auto remained only am expensive toy for the 
rich the general public gave little heed to this 
renewed agitation. But when the gasoline 
cars began to appear in the smaiier towns, 
and then in the farmers’ Stables, and became 
popular with all classes, and the perfection 
of the motor truck followed, then the cause 
of good toads received a big impetus. 

The office of public roads is a bureau of the

Place for Studious Boy. 


It is doubtful if there is any of the skilled 
crafts into which the boy may enter with 
hopes. of finding better chances for the ex- 
ercise of his abilities than in the trade of the 
electrician. In fact, if the boy is of a stu- 
dious nature, inclined by nature and ability 
to the successful study and solution of ab- 
struse problems in methematics and physics, 
it is hardly probable that there is any line 
of endeavor, be it grade or profession, that 
offers him similar opportunities. The prizes 
won by the leaders in the craft equal, if they ° 
éo not surpass, the best rewards of other 
lines, and the rank and file of the trade is 
well paid throughout, 

Generally speaking, any boy of average in- | 
telligence and education has a good chance to 
become an electrician. While the trade ts 
well filled up as to journeymen, there is sel- 
dom if ever any difficulty for a desirable ap- 
prentice to get himeelf indentured in one of 
the three classes into which the trade is di- 
vided. These classes are: 

Class A, composed of journeymen in con- 
struction work. 

-Cliass B, composed of house electricians, 
power house men, ,etc. © 

Class C, composed of telephone men, etc. 


Comparison of the ‘Wages 

A comparison of the wages paid the differ- 
ent classes shows the payoff class A to be 
$4.50 for an eight hour day, class B $85 to 
$300 a month, and class C about $3 a day, evi- 
dence that the ambitious young man con- 
templating becoming ap electrician would 
best turn his thoughts toward the work of 
the construction journeyman or the house 
electrician. In both of these lines the op- 
portunities for mounting upward are more 
bountiful, in addition to béing much better 
paid than the telephone branch of the craft. | 

The system under which the organized elec-* 
‘tricians’ take in apprentices allows one ap- 
preéntice to every five journeymen. The con- 
stant increase in the demand for finished

workers guarantees that any bright, clean 
boy of good reputation can become an ap- 
prentice without much difficulty. For 
classes A ana C he mus: be between 18 and 21 
years old, while for class B he may start as 
young as 16. In all classes he must have 
the education of the average boy of bis age, 
and the term of his apprenticeship will be 
four years. 

If he enters the constructing branch of the 
trade he will be set to work with severa! 
jourmeymen and be permitied to do rough 
work, “fetch and. carry,’’ and similar odd 
jobs until he has learned something about 
the trade. Next soldering and wirelaying 
will be taught him. He will be paid $8 or $9 
a week during his first year, $2 a day during 
the third, §2.50 to $8.50 for the fourth, and 
at the end of his term he becomes,a journey- 
man ard will receive $4.50 a day for an eight 
hour day.

This rebuke by Burns was in his an- 
nual report to the general assembly of 
his Organization. He received the 
hearty approval of the delegates who 
heard it read at their annual meeting ia 
this city. 

There is no trust or combination of 
capital in the world,’’ said Mr. Burns, 
“that violates laws oftener than do the 
trust labor organizations, which resort 
to more dishonest, unfair and dishonor- 
able methods toward their competitors 
than any trust or combinations in the 
country.”’ 

‘Mr. Burns said the action of “these 
so-called leaders’’ would be harmful for 
years to come whenever attempts were 
miade to obtain labor ation. 
“The Labor Digest,” a reputable 
-workingman’s paper, says, as part of an 
article ntitled “The beginning of the 
end of Gompersism, many organizations 
becoming tired of the rule-or-ruin poli- 
cies which have been ay ae by the 
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sympathetic enthusiasm for him, which 
would carry the delegates off their feet, 
and result in his re-election. 

“That his long emerge and this

“ It is estimated,”’ says Mr. Wallace, “ that 
modern steamers can carry ocean freight 
with profit at the rate of $1 a ton per 1,000 
miles. On this basis, from New York to 
Sydney, Australia, the saving in distarce 
by the Mexican route would be 5,700 miles. 
and any rate across the neck less than $5.75 
a ton should take this business from the Suez 

This does not countthe time required 
to steam 5,700 miles—from which, of course, 
should be subtracted the time consumed tin 
transferring the freight by rail across the 
isthmus. From New Orleans to Hongkong 
the saving over Suez would be 4,800 miles 
and fourteen days in time; and from New 
Orieans to Yokohama the saving, similarly 
reckoned, would be 8.400 miles and twenty- 
four days.” ; 

That the Mexican governrrent is fully 
awake to the possibilities is srown by the 
fact that it has subsidized a line of steam- 
boats which run regularly from New Orleans 
to Coatzacoalcos, the gulf terminal of the 
road. Freight so carried is transferred at 
Salina Cruz, the Pacific port, to another simi- 
lar line of boats which run .between the 
isthmus and San Frartcisco. It is these 
ateamers which have already cut such a 
swath in the traffic of the Soutbern Pacific 
and other trans-continental, railroads. 

The results of the first year’s operation of 
the road show, also, that it is already be- 
ginning to cut into the Suez traffic—in spite 
of the traditional stubbornness with which 
traffic sticks. to routes already established. 
Long before the Panama ditch Is opened 
Tehuantepec will itself be a well recognized 
trade route and the canal, with certain dis- 
pdvantages against it, may find it difficult 

to take traffic away from it. 

In the butiding and operation of the Te- 
huantepec railroad both money and engineer- 
ing skill have been lavished. Since coal for 
‘the locomotives was not easily available the 
engines have been fitted to burn crude pe- 
‘troleum,. The oil comes from the great flelds 
at Beaumont, Texas. It is carried across the 
gulf from Port Arthur in cank steamers to 
Coatzacoalcos, where great tanks holding 
more than 1,500, gallons are kept filled. 
From these tanks the oilis pumped to smaller 
stations along the line. One ofthe difficulties 
in the way of the easy and safe operation 
of the.trains has been the astonishing growth 
of creepers and other tropical vegetation 
along the right of way. To keep down these 
growths great sprinkler cars are run over 
thé road at regularintervals. They are filled 
with a chemical composition, which is kept 
boiling by steam coils, and is sprayed out 
as the train moves forward, killing even the 
rootg of all the vegetation within reach.

‘Natural Harbor on Gulf. 


At Coatzacoalcos on the gulf terminus the 
giver furnishes a natural harbor, along the 
shores of which enormous steel docks have 
been built, which are fitted with steam cranes 
and all modern appliances for the speedy anc 
economical handling of freight. In order to 
insure a regular and sufficient depth of water 
in the harbor, the government has built out 
several long jetties, which, by narrowing the 
mouth of the river, force the swift current 
to do its own dredging, 

At Salina Cruz, the Pacific'terminus, there 
was originally only a roadstead, entirely 
open to the sea. Here an. outer and inner 
harbor have been litevally created, by the 
building of enormous breakwaters of rubble, 
concrete and stone blocks, which stretch 
for nearly a milé out to sea and inclose a 
spacious and safe harbor, with water deep 
enough for the largest’ vessels. Here, also, 
large docks of steel construction have been 
built and all the machinery has been installed 
which will help to save time and money in 
the rehandling of the freight. At both termi- 
nals the'government has established large 
warehouses for the t@mporary storing of 
freight and at either epd there fs a freight 
yard for the cxpeditious handling of the 
traffic. 

The road ftrelf has been built on a most 
substantial basis. All the bridges and cul- 
verts are’ built of solid masonry and the 
track is laid with the heaviest steel rails. 
To avoid seme of the steepest grades the 
track has been lengthened, so that, while 
the distance between terminals as the crow 
flies is only .125 miles, the road is nearly 190 
miles in length. From the gulf up to the 
highest point in the center of the isthmus— 
730 feet above the 
gradual, but the western slope is steeper, 
being in some cases as much as a three per 
cent grade. At one pojnt the tracks run for 
several miles at the bottom of a deep river 
canyon. When the double tracking of th¢ 
road is completed its capacity will be much 
more than double. The Mexican government 
has invested in the project about $35.C00,000, 
much less than one-tenth of. the estimat 
cost of the Panama canal '

Diaz Realizes-Old Project. 

When Diaz. opened the Tehuantepec rall- 
road something more than two years ago he 
made real one of the oldest projects on the 
American continent. Nearly 400 years ago. 
a century before the Pilgrim fathers or John 
Smith and Pocahontas, old Cortez carefully 
explored the Coatzacoaicos river in the hope 
of finding a quick water passage “ from 
Cadiz to Cathay.” Finding that the river 
was navigable for only twenty-five or thirty 
miles he “was still convinced that a’ grea‘ 
highway of commerce would some time be 
laid out aiong this route and he secured the 
grant of a strip of land across the isthmus,

It would seem so, for statistics which have 
recently been compiled prove that from 30 
to 60 per cent of schoo! children have ocular 
defects requiring the use of spectacies to 
enable them to preserve their eyes and keep

The public school authorities in many of 
the eastern cities, knowing that the care of 
the eye is more essential than almost any- 
thing else for the future well being of the 
child. have undertaken in a great measure 
the work of watehing the children’s eyes and 
of providing them with spectacles when these 
become necessary. : 

This in itself is a splendid idea, but the 
public school oculist does not fake away the 
responsibility of the parenté, who should 
understand that perfect eyesight is more 
important to ‘heir childrén than the acquire- 
ment of certain unnecessary branches of

Attractive Desserts.

How to Prevent Eve Strain. 

How can parents prevent eyestrain? That 
is the important question. 

The eye is worked more than any other 
muscle In the body and undoubtedly the 
muscles were not created to stand the con- 
stant strain to which modern life subjects 
them. 

The baby or the child sleeping with the 
light full in its eyes is not getting the eye rest 
that it should; ang no child’s bed should face 
the window. The head should always turn 
from ‘the window or be draped with cur- 
tains so as to prevent the light entering, 
The old fashioned four poster bed with its 
curtained darkness may not have afforded 
as much ventilation as do the modern bed- 
steads,. but it certainly gave comforting rest 
for the sight and no sunlight penetrated its 
shadow. 

The school child is made to concentrate its 
attention and its sight for six hours a day, 
and that in all cons¢ience is enough. You 
grownup. man or woman, can you do more 
than apply yourself for six hours steadily? 

When the child comes out of school it has 
often from two to three hours of extra study, 
and this is often performed in an inferior 
light and when the body is already fatigued 
and should either be resting or playing. 

Quarterly examinations are the nightmare 
of the school child, and-the last examinations, 
falling in hot weather, are absolutely brutal 
if the children go — — conscientiously. 


Harm of Home Study. 


Examinations are necessary, and possibly 
some study outside of school hours. but too 
much is expected of the school children to- 
day. 

Is it not more important that they should 
have good sight and good health than to 
know a few extra facts which they will most 
likely forget six months after schoo! is fin- 
ished? If your child must do studying at 
home see that he does it under the best con- 
ditions; heve a good lamp with a light that 
does not fileker. If the light comes from 
above or 's 'kely to get into the chiia’s eyes 
rest the eyes with an eyeshade. The light 
should come from the left side always and 
should be sufficiently strong. HK requires 
twice the amount ef tension on the eye 
muscles to see by the light of one oandle that 
it does by the light of two, and the more light 
there is on the object to. be seen, but not in 
the eyes, the better. 

Watch your children’s eyes. At the first 


‘gign af trouble take the child to a competent 


oculist.. Don’t buy a pair of glasses that you 
think will_fit. Have the child’s eyes ex- 
amined properly. You would not grudge the 
money spent to make your child mere at- 
tractively clothed, so do- not stop twice to 
think about the money spent In preserving 
the most precious of God's gifts—eyesight,

Soak the 
goods for two or three hours, and let dry in 
the Shade before washing with soap and 
water. 

Do not try to boil tinted or figured goods. 
and do not use washing soda or strong soaps 
when washing them. If they are much soiled 
@ handful of salt thrown into the water will 
set the colors. Use warm or nearly cold 
water in which to soak these goods. It is 
much better than hot water, and the dirt 
loosens quite as readily.

Homemade Soap. 

This soap is simple and only takes one-half 
bour to make. Five pounds of drippings. 
one Can of lye,costing 10 cents,one-half pound 
of borax, costing 5 cents, and one-half cupful 
ofammoniaat2cents. Take your lye, dilute 
it in six cupfuls of cold water. Then add your 
borax and household ammonia after the lye 
is thoroughly dissolved. Have the fat melted, 
but not hot. Add the lye mixture to the fat, 
etirirng slowly with a long stick for eight 
minutes. Then you will find it gets like 
honey. Have ready a large cardboard box 
or a wooden one. Into this pour the mixture. 
In a half hour you can cut out with a knife 
the size cakes you want. Then let it stand 
for six or eight hours more to harden. This 
soap gets the same as castile when hard, and 
it floats. 

If you do not happen to have drippings go 
to your butcher and buy six pounds of scrap 
fat for 3 cents a pound. This, when tried 
out, will give you five full pounds. Thecost 
will then be 35 cents.

Let rise, which it will quick- 
ly. After it is foamy stiffen it, add nour until 
it does not stick any more. Knéad twenty 
or thirty minutes, bet rise untii doubied, 
make into loaves, and let rise again and pake 
one hour for bread and one-half hour for 
biscuits. Don’t put bread in oven until oven 


ig ready. Don't have oven too hot at first, | 


as bread will form hard crust and will not 
raise After in oven five minutes open 
oven door and turn pans to raise both sides 
even. When risen and just beginning to 
brown place brown paper on top of bread 
(not printed) and bread will bake well done 
on inside of loaf. While bread is raising. do 
not set on back of stove, as that gets bread 
too hot; rather keep a little away from fire 
and put thick cover on 80 as to keep draft 
away. 

Rusks, cinnamon rolls, and coffee cake can 
be made by adding about one cuprul sugar, 
tablespoonful butter or lard, to one pint of 
sponge before you stiTen,"one egg may be 
added ifdesired.

Successful Method of Cooking 
with Radiator as the “Range.”

Chicago is a miracle of modernity to one 
who comes from the other sice of the water. 
Long winters spent in a land where houses 
are never heated, but simply illumined with 
open fires, make the. winter comfort of Chi- 
cago paradisiacal. An ordinary flat is a 
Sybarite's dream to one who has lived in 
England. But when I had grown used to the 
new luxuries of life in a small apartment-— 
this was some five years ago—the prodigality 
of firing material puzzled me, as indeed it 
puzzles me yet. 

Soft coal for the heating furnace, hard 
coa) for the hot water furnace. electricity 
and gas for lighting, and finally gas for cook- 
ing. No attempt to make one form of energy 
help out another. 

Why, for instance, shoulén’t these lazy 
radiatore do some of the cooking and cut 
down my gas bill? I answered my own ques- 
tion by deciding that they should have a 
good chance to try it, also by going out and 
buying a big enameled kettle like a bucket, 
with a tight fitting lid, and two cheap co 
forters. ; 

The fireless cooker was littl known at that 
time, but my plans were based on what I 
had read of it. The first viand that the 
bucket experimented with was a huge soup 
bone, put in with three quarts of water and 
galt, ‘* brought to the boil "’ on the gas stove 
and well skimmed. The usual vegetables 
and seasoning were then dumped in, the 
cover jammed tightly on, and the whole 
‘brought to the boil” again. Then the 
bucket was quickly taken to the aitchen ra- 
diator and dressed, first im thick ‘paper, 
next in the two comforters. pinned closety 
around, and last in a large piece of felt I 
happened to have, which fell over the whole 


radiator.

It was plain that the cocking—if cooking 
really did transpire in the bucket—must be 
slow. I must make up my mind to wait lone 
hours without taking off the cover to see If 
anything were ,going on. Members of my 
family scoffed and assured me tnat I couldn't 
condense enough heat from the radiator to 
soft bol! an egg, but faith sustained me. 

At the end of the sixth hour the family 
asked sadly if there were plenty of things 
to eat in the house as an offset to the raw 
bone and raw vegetables on the radiator. 
When I began to disrobe the pucket, how- 
ever, these cynical expressions stopped, be- 
cause a rich aroma of onion-garlic-parsiey- 
carrot-beef marrow smote theair. The cover 
was jerked off, a meat fork thrust into the 
bucket. Joy! The bones fell glutinousiy 
apart; the meat was done to rags! ay 

How the family apologized handsomely for 
its doubts and how it reveled In the new 
soup and wanted more next day—these are 
matters of history with us. Every one who 


knows the fireless cooker understands how 
good radiator cooking may be Its advan- 
tage over the “ hay stove ” idea ts economy. 

Bring your stew or soup or whatever to the 
boil; that is all; the flreless cooker demands 
steady boiling from a quarter toa half hour. 
It is quicker by an hour or two as well. For 
summer the fireless cooker is matchless. But 
there are many people who have not yet 
cared to invest in cookers, who are Hving in 
full possession of radiators. Why not use 
these and make them do the most of your 
winter cooking?

Last Game a Dice Successful. 

“He had strclied one evening down the street and 
Was carried into @ place where some persons were 
amusing themselves at a game of dice, 4nd much bet- 
ting was in progress. He was challenged for a game 
by @ person by whom a proposal was made to stake 
$200 against the fine horse on which Jackson had come to 
Charleston. After some deliberation he accepted the 
challenge. Fortune was on his side; the wager was 
won and paid. He forthwith departed, settled his bill 
next morning, and returned to his home. ‘My calcula- 
tion,’ said he, speaking of this tittle incident, ‘was that, 
if a loser in the game I would give my landlord the 
saddie and bridle, as far as they would go toward the 
payment of his bills, ask a credit for the balance, and 
walk away from the city; but being successful, I had 
new spirits infused into me, left the table, and from 
that moment to the present time I have never thrown 
dice for a wager.’” 

But though he ceased to tempt fortune at dice, a 
is indisputable proof that for years afterwards he gam- 
bled in other ways. He occasionally played billiards 
and cards for money, and was always ready to back 
his fighting cocks for cash. He had the true southern- 
er’s love for horses and during most of his life was ex- 
tremely fond of racing. Soon after he left the Supreme 
‘bench of Tennessee he made a trip all the way to Vir- 
ginia for the sole purpose of buying the best horse he 
could find. He brought back Truxton, who was for 
years the fastest horse tin Tennessee and won many a 
contest on the old Clover Bottom course at Nashville.

~ Jt can easily be imagined that, Andrew Jackson, with 
his excitable nature, his domiheering manner, and his 
habit 6f regarding every opponent as a personal enemy, 
was bR HO Means the most peaceably disposed citizen 
of the new settlements of Tennessee. The stories of all 
his brawls and duels would fill a volume. 

Jackson's superb nerve is well illustrated by the fol- 
lowing anecdote which comes down to us from the time 
when he was Supreme judge on the Tennessee bench. 
One day a desperado named Bean paraded up and down 
in front of the log courthouse and threatened to shoot 
sheriff, judge, and jury. Twice Jackson ordered the 
sheriff tb arrest the man, and twice the sheriff was 
overawed by the desperado’s threats and formidable 
appearance. 

“Deputize me, T'll arrest him myself!” said Jackson, 
losing patience at last. 

The sheriff complied, and Jackson, taking two pis- 
tols, walked out into the street. Bean at once meekly 
surrendered. 

“When the judge come walkin’ out,” Bean afterwards 
explained, ‘I looked him in the eye, an’ I saw shoot, 
an’ there hadn't been shoot in nary other eye in the 
crowd. So I says to myself, says I, ‘ole hogs, it’s about 
time to sing small,’ an’ so I did.” 

On another occasion, while Jackson was riding cir- 
cult, he was stoppeai by two rivermen—of the class 
whose boast it was that they were “half horse, half 
alligator, tipped with snapping turtle’’—and was told 
that he wotild have to dance for their edification. Jack- 
son meekly answered that he was not accustomed to 
dancing without his pumps, but that they were th his 
saddle bags and if his captors would permit he would 
put them on before giving the performance. Nothing 
loth, they consented. Jackson accordingly opened the 
bags, and, plunging in both hands, drew thém out with 
a pistol in each. Pointing them full at the men, he 
roared: : 

“Now we'll see who does the — Dance, you 
devils! Dance!”

As 
the supplies did not arrive within the stipulated time 
he was obliged to keep his promise. Leaving the fort 
in charge of 109 brave fellows who volunteered to hold 
it, the general, with the remainder of the army, set out 
on the return march. 

A few miles from the fort they met a drove of cat- 
tle and the men were soon gorged with half-cooked 
beef. The general then insisted that they return to 
the fort, but they refused to do so and took the road 
homeward.
